Robert  F.  Rich,  honorar\-  chairman 
of  the  board  of  directors,  and  oili- 
er dignitaries  participated.  Dr.  D. 
Frederick  Wertz,  president,  presid- 
ed. The  cerenion)',  held  on  the 
comer  of  Ross  Street  and  College 
Place,  across  from  Rich  Hall,  last- 
ed one-half  hour  and  drew  faculty, 
students,  and  townspeople  to 
watch. 

Ma\or  Knaur,  representing  the 
citv  of  W'illiamsport,  spoke  briefly 
and  turned  a  shovel  full  of  earth. 
Congressman  Rich  and  Fred  A. 
Pennington,  president  of  the  board 
of  directors,  represented  the  board 
in  the  groundbreaking.  Dr.  Philip 
R.  Marshall,  dean  of  the  college, 
Harold  W.  Ha)clen,  college  libra- 
rian, and  several  students,  turned 
shovels  of  earth  in  the  name  of  the 
student  bodw  Nathan  W.  Stuart 
'36  represented  the  alumni  associ- 
ation. Joseph  J.  Bendel,  director  of 
the  Williamsport  Urban  Rede\'el- 
opment  Authorit\-  was  present  and 
Horace  O.  Hallman,  administrative 
assistant  to  Congressman  Herman 
T.  Schneebeli,  represented  the 
Congressman. 

Representatives  of  the  various 
contractors  and  the  architectural 
firm  of  Wagner,  Hartman  and  As- 
sociates also  attended.  Those  repre- 
sented were  the  Stan  Seiple  Com- 
pany of  Sunbur\',  general  contrac- 
tors; the  J.  L.  Turner  Company  of 
Wilkes-Barre,  plumbing  contrac- 
tors; the  George  F.  DeLallo  Com- 
pany of  Hazleton,  heating,  venti- 
lating, and  air  conditioning  con- 
tractors and  the  McDemiott  Broth- 
ers of  Williamsport,  electrical  con- 
tractors. 

College  Receives  $400,000 

Lvcoming  has  received  a  grant 
of  $400,000  through  the  Appala- 
chian Regional  De\elopment  Pro- 
gram which  will  be  applied  toward 
the  construction  of  the  academic 
center.  Dr.  Wertz  was  notified  by 
Senators  Hugh  Scott  and  Joseph  S. 
Clark  that  the  college's  application 
for  the  grant  had  been  approved. 


Lycoming  qualified  for  the  grant 
imder  Section  214  of  the  Appala- 
chian Regional  Development  Act 
which  pertains  to  supplementary 
grants  to  feileral  grants-in-aid.  In 
June  of  1965  the  college  received 
a  federal  grant  of  .$894,988  to  be 
applied  toward  the  construction  of 
the  new  center.  Thus,  it  was  eligi- 
ble for  consideration  of  the  Appala- 
chian grant  as  a  supplement  to  the 
original  one. 

In  .\pril  L\coming  received  a 
loan  of  one  and  one-half  million 
dollars  under  Title  111  of  the  High- 
er Education  Act  of  196.3.  In  addi- 


tion, the  Central  Pcnns\  Ivania  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church 
has  contributed  $524,000  and  the 
Williamsport  Foundation  has  grant- 
ed $250,000  toward  the  funding  of 
the  new  center. 

The  new  academic  center  will 
consist  of  four  units  joined  together 
to  create  a  functional  complex  for 
teaching  and  learning.  The  three- 
story  structure  will  pro\  ide  200,000 
square  feet  of  usable  space,  almost 
doubling  present  academic  facili- 
ties. Construction  has  begun  on  the 
center  and  plans  call  for  its  com- 
pletion bv  January   1,   1968.

Alumni  Giving  Reaches  $50,000

Lycoming  Uses  TV  in  Biology  Lab 


The  biology  department  at  Ly- 
coming College  is  using  a  new 
teaching  aid  in  the  laboratory 
which  accelerates  some  of  the  in- 
struction by  as  much  as  twelve 
times.  It  is  a  closed  circuit  tele- 
vision camera  with  three  monitors 
which  makes  it  possible  to  illus- 
trate and  explain  experiments,  dis- 
sections, etc.,  to  an  entire  class  at 
once.  Wenrich  H.  Green,  biology 
instructor,  has  been  able  to  explain 
things  to  his  current  summer  school 
classes  which  in  prior  sessions  re- 
quired a  three-hour  lab  period.  He 
can  place  materials  directly  before 
the  camera  or  shoot  through  a  mic- 
roscope in  order  to  study  slide 
mountings.  The  class  simultane- 
ously  sees   a   bright,   accurate   ex- 


ample while  he  discusses  die  work. 
Fonnerly  he  had  to  go  through  the 
normal  time-consuming  steps  of 
asking  the  students  to  study  text- 
book diagrams  of  what  the\'  should 
see  in  their  individual  microscopes, 
giving  them  time  to  adjust  their 
scopes,  then  visiting  each  student 
to  make  sure  he  was  viewing  the 
specimen  on  his  slide  clearly  and 
accurately. 

The  students  like  their  lab  tele- 
vision. Their  response  to  watching 
the  screen  as  Mr.  Green  demon- 
strates dissections  of  such  things  as 
worms,  starfish  and  other  biological 
subjects  has  been  to  improve  no- 
ticeably in  their  own  dissection  as- 
signments which  follow.

While  not  as  dramatic,  gifts  also 
increased  for  the  Alumni  Lecture 
Hall.  Alumni  who  made  pledges  to 
the  Development  Fund  will  not 
find  their  gifts  reflected  in  the  Lec- 
ture Hall  totals  although  they  are 
included  in  the  overall  totals  for 
the  year.  The  $13,067.93  desig- 
nated for  the  Lecture  Hall  this  \ear 
when  added  to  last  year's  $12,224.- 
43  brings  the  Alumni  Lecture  Hall 
total  for  the  two  years  to  $25,292.- 
36.

ChlSS  of  '64 

There  were  a  total  of  794  con- 
tributors to  the  Alumni  Fund. 
While  not  a  record  it  marked  an 
increase  of  more  than  100  over 
last  year.  Participation  by  Semin- 
ary and  Junior  College  alumni  re- 
mained about  the  same;  College 
alunmi  accounted  for  virtually  the 
entire  increase  going  from  321  two 
years  ago  to  448  last  year.  We  cite 
for  outstanding  participation  the 
record  number  of  41  contributors 
from  the  Class  of  1964.  A  close 
second  was  the  Class  of  1957  with 
38  contributors.
